WASHINGTON - Special counsel Robert 
Mueller’s investigation did not find evidence 
that President Donald Trump or members of 
his campaign conspired with Russia’s efforts 
to sway the 2016 election, delivering a boost 
to the president in a case that has shadowed 
his administration since its first days.

Federal agents are now investigating who 
was involved in an alleged scheme in which a 
Chicago-based company tore down homes in 
Detroit and hid the debris under layers of dirt, 
sources familiar with the probe told the Free 
Press. 

Agents questioned some McDonagh Dem- 
olition Inc. workers about whether they’d ever
